Mary prepared herself to receive 
the visit of her Son. Her joy, her 
anxiety, her longing for Him kept 
all sleep from her eyes. Perhaps 
it was thus with you the night be- 
fore your first Holy Communion. 
Oh, how Mary yearned for this 
new birth! This birth from the 
womb of the earth was to be far 
more glorious and magnificent than 
that first lowly birth at Bethlehem. 
Her every thought and desire was 
to see her Son rise from the dark- 
ness of the tomb.

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German Princes Wanted to Strengthen a 


Cause Which Was in no Sense Religious

“The mighty events of our 
day are not merely the work 
of men but rather the will of 
God. Adolf Hitler has been 
sent by God to save the father- 
land.” —Dr. wig, Chief 
Bishop of the “German Chris- 
tian” groups under Hitler 
(See LITERARY DIGEST, 
July 15, 19838). 


Four hundred years ago Luth- 
eranism was born under conditions 
similar to those which gave Ger- 
many Hitlerism, and for Lather 
the same claim was made then as 
for Hitler now. Why should it be 
assumed that the claim was right 
in the old and wrong in the new 
Germany ? 

The Princes of Germany got be- 
hind Luther four hundred years 
ago to strengthen a cause which 
was in no sense religious, or to 
promote interests purely selfish. 
No one honestly believes that the 
Government is getting behind the 
Protestant groups of Germany to- 
day for any religious reason. It is 
rather for the purpose of more 
effectively enforcing its national- 
istic program. It is also common 
knowledge that the Nazi political 
party boasts of its intention to run 
the church under the Swastika, a 
pagan symbol, just as the political 
leaders in the sixteenth century de- 
cided to run the church after rob- 
bing it spiritually and materially. 


News from Berlin, dated July 
10th, informed us that the new 
Bishop of the Reich, appointed by 
Chancellor Hitler, has completed 
the draft of a new constitution for 
the Protestant Organizations of 
Germany. They simply must con- 
form to the will of the present 
civil government. Is this your idea 
of the Church of God?

V. ST. GREGORY NAZIANZEN, 
BISHOP AND CONFESSOR 


ON of the heretic Bishop of 

Nazianzus, who was later Cath- 
olic, Gregory went to school with 
his cousin, St. Basil, and after 
many years study and teaching at 
Alexandria and Athens, joined him 
in his pioneer monastic founda- 
tion. A life of quiet, self-disci- 
pline, and study was his natural 
sphere. But his father insisted on 
ordaining him; and when St. Basil, 
as Metropolitan Bishop of Cappa- 
docia, needed his help against 
heretic enemies, he made him 
Bishop of Sasima. Temperamen- 
tally unfitted for the episcopate, 
he abandoned the See, and so the 
long friendship between the two 
great Fathers was broken. 

When St. Basil died, his spirit 
(as Cardinal Newman said) seem- 
ed to enter Gregory who, in spite 
of himself, went to Constantinople, 
at that time abandoned to Arian 
heresy, and labored as a missionary 
amongst the persecuted Catholics. 
Eventually, supported by the Em- 
peror Theodosius, he routed the 
heretics and became Bishop of 
Constantinople, thus helping to 
complete the labors of Basil. But 
after less than three years of ac- 
tive public life, he withdrew again 
to his solitude. For a short while 
he governed his father’s derelict 
diocese, and then spent his re- 
maining years in his garden at 
Arianzus, where he died in 389. 

For his orations, poems, letters, 
and theological works, in purest 
Gréek, he was called “Theologus” 
—the Divine. Physically ailing, 
personally temperamental and 
weak, yet humble and persistent 
in piety, striving after that sanc- 
tity which alone (as he said) could 
make a teacher effective, he be- 
came one of the greatest of all 
Christian orators and theologians.

zation, civil rulers repudiate truth 
and justice, the divine rights of the 
Church and the natural rights of 
the people, and make or unmake 
religion as they please, why is it 
to be assumed that civil rulers in 
the late Middle Ages were any 
better, or that they would not 
touch the Church if it were all that 
it should be? } 

_ At this moment the best pos- 
sible religion would be in the 
greatest danger in some countries. 
The religion, which will not sub- 
ordinate even God Himself to the 
state, the religion, which upholds 
the rights and liberties of the com- 
mon people against tyranny, is 
likely to be fettered and opposed 
and persecuted. Have we not clear 
proof of this right now in Russia, 
in Spain, in Mexico, in Jugo Slavia, 
and to a great degree in Germany? 


A Radical Change 


Who would have expected a 
change as sudden and radical in 
the attitude of the civil power in 
Germany not only towards the 
Jéws, but towards other groups? 
On the theory that the people of 
the country will be more unified 
nationally if the State should take 
control of religion and force the 
same to cooperate with its pro- 
gram whether it be based on jus- 
tice or not, the unexpected was 
undertaken. Of course, civil rulers 
will not often get behind the 
Catholic religion, both because it 
cannot be nationalized, and be- 
eause from its long history they 
know that it will surrender noth- 
ing of its divine commission to 
satisfy any state. 

Speaking of the present govern- 
ment in Germany, the NEW YORK 
TIMES said editorially on April 
9th, 1933: 

“Repeatedly, Chancellor Hit- 
ler has been throwing over one 
after another of the political 
beliefs and practices which we 
regard as fundamental—-religi- 
ous freedom, rights of minori- 
ties, individual liberty, protec- 
tion of property, exemption 
from arbitrary arrest, equality 
before the law, trial by im- 
ego judges. The list could 

: lengthened.” 

The Catholic Church will not 
subscribe to such a program, even 
though it may enter a Concordat 
with an autocrat for the preserva- 
tion of its rights to function under 
his regime. 


A London paper recently com- 
mented on the German situation as 
follows: 

“The Nazi press, becoming a 
pillar of the state, enjoys full 
freedom, however violent it 
might become; while the Com- 
munist, Socialist and even the 
Catholic press is regarded as 
unpatriotic and subversive and 
Is suppressed whenever _it 
publishes something offensive 
to a Nazi official.” 


If you do not approve such 
measures, then you cannot approve 
a national sycophantic religion.

During 
the hectic political campaign of 
the same year (1928) Boyland was 
assisted in his work by a woman 
he had “married” in Oklahoma. 
However, all was not smooth sail- 
ing. Many non-Catholic Democrats 
resented the flood of calumny 
poured forth upon the Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency of the 
United States, and some of these 
were instrumental in bringing ac- 
tions im the courts. 

On Nov. 2, 1928, Boyland and his 
woman companion were arrested in 
Pikesville, Md., charged with hold- 
ing a meeting “to which a price 
for admission is charged or col- 
lected” without obtaining a permit 
from Baltimore County authori- 
ties. After a short stretch in jail 
awaiting trial, Boyland and his 
companion were, fined $175.00, 
which some of their fellow “pat- 
riots” paid for them. 

You have already guessed per- 
haps that Boyland is not native to 
American soil. Few of the leading 
patrioteers are; nevertheless these 
aliens are plenty free with their 
advice to native voters, how to run 
their own government, when they 
appear on the anti-Catholic plat- 
form. 

Boyland was a Redemptorist in 
Australia. He came to the United 
States in 1925 or 1926. At the 
time he was picked up in New 
York City by the present Bishop 
of Oklahoma, according to his own 
statement (later made in a letter 
to the Bishop) Boyland had al- 
ready lost the Faith. He was en- 
couraged, however, by the Bishop 
of Oklahoma who perhaps unwisely 
gave him another chance and 
placed him in charge of the mis- 
sionary parish of Duncan, Okla. 

In May, 1927, the unfortunate 
man became intimate with a non- 
Catholic woman of Duncan, Lois 
Carter McReynolds; and, after 
their “marriage”, the couple went 
to Miami, Okla., where Boyland 
joined the Methodist Church. On 
Oct. 15, 1927, he became a Metho- 
dist minister and was assigned, by 
the Conference meeting that year 
at Mountain Grove, Mo., to a small 
charge at Puxico, Mo. 

Early in 1928, however, we find 
the Boylands located in Clarendon, 
Va., and during the spring of that 
year the ex-priest gradually ex- 
tended his activities in the anti- 
Catholic lecture field. 

According to Boyland’s represen- 
tations, he was a priest for nine 
years before his apostasy, “serving 
in Ireland, the Philippine Islands, 
England, Australia and the United 
States.” “A rolling stone gathers 
no moss,” nor does the life of the 
“tramp priest” indicate stability.

A Light to Guide 


Recalling the lighting of A Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition, Chi- 
cago, from the star Arcturus, and! 
ite lighting one night from the star 
Capella in the constellation Auriga, 
in superb courtesy to Marconi, jl- 
lustrious discoverer of wireless 
telegraphy, “how comforting it 
would be,” affirmed the speaker, “if 
in humble imitation of distinguish- 
ed scholara we could illuminate our 
Jubilee occasion each day with a 
ray of light from the Star of Beth- 
lehem which led those ancient as- 
tronomers, the Magi, until it and 
they passed worshipfully ‘oyer 
where the Child was,’ At any rate 
let us employ a ray of light from 
history to look back upon the mo- 
ment when this diocese began its 
separate existence 75 years ago. 
The hierarchy then ruling the 
Church in the United States em- 
braced outstanding and brilliant 
figures.” A noble and distinguish- 
ed galaxy of prelates and priests 
were presented as it were in review 
as the scholary orator bestowed his 
tributes of love and admiration. 


Bishops Lauded 


Each of the Fort Wayne bishops 
was extolled. ‘Certainly the prel- 
ates who have ruled our diocese,” 
he said, “have been providentia) 
and apostolic men.” Sketches were 
given of Bishop John Henry Luers, 
Bishop Joseph Dwenger, Bishop Jo- 
seph Rademacher, who was the first 
priest to be ordained specifically 
for our diocese in 1883, Bishop 
Herman Joseph Alerding, “a fiery 
apostie of Christian education, his 
zeal expressing himself in an im- 
portant and laborious synod, in 
parish visitation, church building 
and the unusual problems caused 
by the sudden and unprecedented 
creation of towns and cities around 
Gary. 

“Most Rev. John F. Noll, fifth 
and present Bishop of Fort 
Wayne,” declared the Notre Dame 
orator, “is a providential man. He 
invited the Capuchin and the Black 
Franciscans to establish novitiates 
in the diocese, and the Redemptor- 
ists to create mission headquarters. 
He has been notably a priest-mak- 
er, so that today he has clergy to 
lend to other dioceses. He created 
the unique and precious Sunday 
Visitor and the Catechists of Vic- 


y be 75 
a man like Bishop Noll. He 
is one of the great Bishops of all 
time in our country.” 
Seventy-five years ago there were 


members of the Congregation of 
Holy Cross. Today the diocesan 
priests number 220 and the relig- 
ious engaged in strictly diocesan 
work have been greatly increased 
by the coming of the Capuchins, 
Fathers of the Precious Blood, var- 
ious Franciscan communities and 
Redemptorists. 
The qualities invariably found 
in the pioneer priests here as well 
as elsewhere the speaker indicated, 
were the great heroic virtues that 
in all history have transformed 
savagery into civilization and have 
created the beautiful Christian na- 
tions. “The first of these was sub- 
lime Faith. All down the story of 
the human race Faith has watched 
over the cradle of nations, while 
unbelief has doubted and argued 
above their graves. The pioneer 
missionary possessed divine love as 
great as his divine Faith. From 
the beginning of time there’ has 
been no other creative influence 
than some form of great and per- 
fect love. It was true of the earl- 
iest missionaries and parish priests 
in the Diocese of Fort Wayne.” 
A singularly touching and beau- 
tiful tribute was bestowed on the 
Brothers who spend their lives in 
strict religious discipline and sac- 
rifice in order that other men’s sons 
may be taught in safe ways and 
holy channels, the spiritual knowl- 
edge that is to be their star and the 
religious discipline that is to be 
their anchor through life. 
The work of the different Sister- 
hoods was lauded by Father Cava- 
naugh who paid a tender and beau- 
tiful tribute to Mary Immaculate, 
their exemplar. In conclusion he 
chose to extoll the late William P. 
Breen, Fort Wayne and Main- 
ard Rumley, of Laporte, as out- 
standing pioneer laymen. 


Judge John W. Eggeman, Fort 
Wayne, discussing the diocese’s his- 
tory from the viewpoint of the lay- 
man, gave a_ stirring message 
stressing the import of close affil- 
iation and cooperation with the 
clergy. 

“We may congratulate ourselves 
upon the rare privileges accorded 
to us to learn for the first time or 
learn anew the relations we bear to 
Mother Church, and it is on these 
relations from the standpoint of 
the laity I wish to address myself. 


“From the day Christ establish- 
ed His Church to the present mo- 
ment, that church has persevered 
and prevailed, and we have assur- 
ance that so long as time and life 
continues, that Church shall con- 
tinue and shall prevail. But we, as 
laymen have no right to sit idly 
by and not do our part. We have 
no right to profess that Church and 
do nothing for it. We have no 
right to expect that the function- 
ing and continuation of that Church 
shall be done alone and unaided by 
the hierarchy and that we may 
watch their efforts and achieve- 
ments and praise and laud their 
successes and condemn and com- 
plain of their failures. At Bap- 
tism we were given Faith, but we 
were given no such privileges or 
prerogatives. Profession of that 
Church thas established by Christ 
and membership therein exacts of 
us laymen, certain duties, respon- 
sibilities and obligations. These 
duties may not be shunned or ig- 
nored if we are to be true follow- 
ers.” Judge Eggeman showed that 
it was not snafficient to admit that 
“the Church has changed the face 
of the earth,” provided for people 
in all ranks and grades of society, 
“rescued woman from degradation 
and raised her to the dignity of 
queen of the hame and created the 
Christian family,” “stood for the

Es- 
pecial reference was made to the 
development of the Calumet dis- 
trict, the effects of the depression, 
non-employment in that section as

At 9:00 o’clock, almost 
always, he is to be found at his 
desk in his private library, and he 
begins the audiences by receiving 
the Cardinal Secretary of State or 
other Prelates of the Secretariat. 
Then follow the audiences to Car- 
dinals and Bishops until about 1:00 
o’clock and then the audiences to 
newly-married couples and pil- 
grims during which he delivers 
four or five discourses. The audi- 
ences are sometimes prolonged to 
2:30 and even to 3:30, and begin- 
ning again at 7:30 other audiences 
often last until 9:30 and 10:00 
o'clock. 

The Holy Father has permitted 
nearly all of the pilgrims to kiss 
his ring. But since m the month 
of September they have been num- 
bering 10,000 and more a day, he 
has been obliged to permit only 
the heads of the pilgrimages and 
the most eminent personages to 
kiss the ring, the others being 
grouped in the various rooms.

“Catholic Hour” 
Now Broadcast 
By 56 Stations 


Washington.—The number of 
radio stations broadcasting the 
Catholic Hour now is fifty-six, it 
was announced at the headquarters 
here of the National Council of 
Catholic Men, sponsors of the 
Hour. This is a new high figure. 
Twenty-four’ of these stations are 
west of the Mississippi; and of the 
thirty-two in the east, seventeen 
are north of the Mason-Dixon’ Line 
and fifteen south. Thus this regu- 
lar weekly broadcast of Catholic 
truth has virtually a nation-wide 
coverage. Stations WSAI, Cincin- 
nati, and WENR are included in 
the broadcast.

St. Simon was called the Canaan- 
ite and the Zealot. Canaanite eith- 
er because he was born in Cana, 
or, some say, because it was at Si- 
mon’s marriage feast in Cana, that 
Christ changed the water into wine. 
Others say Canaanite in Hebrew 
has the same meaning as Zelotes 
in Geeek. However, Simon was

arrest and his death. Some hold 
that he was shot to death with ar- 
rows, others say that St. Simon 
was crucified. 

St. Jude is distinguished from 
the fallen Apostle Judas by the 
added name of Thaddeus, which 
name means “praising or confes- 
sing.” St. Jude was brother of St. 
James the Less, and they were call- 
ed “brethren of the Lord” because of 
their relation to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. - Nothing is found in Scrip- 
ture about how he became a dis- 
ciple of St. James.

Wide Observance 
of Mission Sunday 
In U. S. October 22 


New York.—Sanday, October 22, 
will be observed as Mission Sun- 
day in virtually every quarter of 
the United States. Catholics of 
America will be asked to continue 
their support of missionary activi- 
ties of the Church throughout the 
world, and every Catholic who can 
do so will be urged to lend some 
assistance to the great mission 
effort of the Church. 

In every section of the world 
where men are found, it is pointed 
out by those promoting Mission 
Sunday, there is work to be done 
for men’s souls. There is no race, 
however uncivilized, that is not in- 
cluded. 

Three fields are stressed: 

First, missionary activity is not 
confined to foreign lands, but is 
going on in the United States as 
well, The American Board of 
Catholic Missions is supporting 
thousands of priests and keeping 
open hundreds of Catholic churches 
in America. In the sparsely set- 
tled centers of the country, Cath- 
olics are few in number and their 
pastors are forced to depend upon 
the assistance that they receive 
from the American Board of Cath- 
olic Missions. 

Second, American priests are 
found in every section of the mis- 
sion field—in foreign countries 
spending themselves year after 
year for the salvation of souls. 
These men depend for their sup- 
port on the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Faith. 

Third, there are other priests 
who are striving to bring back to 
the Church millions whose ances- 
tors were turned away by politics 
and by racial antagonisms. These 
people are found in the Near East. 
The priests working for these peo- 
ple depend for their support on the 
Catholic Near East Welfare Asso- 
ciation. 

The collection on Mission Sun- 
day is for all these societies. Forty 
per cent is reserved for the mis- 
sions in the United States; 15 per 
cent of the remainder is given to 
the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association; and the rest to the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith.

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Guglielmo Marconi was only 
twenty-two years old—about the 
age of a Notre Dame senior—when 
he patented his first discoveries in 
wireless telegraphy. We were wit- 
nesses of humility Saturday, and 
the connection established by 
Scripture between humility and 
knowledge came unbidden to the 
mind: “Thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them to little ones.” 

Marconi is the first to acknowl- 
edge that the finger of God has 
been in his work from the be- 
ginning. When God willed to 
reveal the secrets of the air, 
He chose for His work a boy of 
good will, of good character, a 
boy who would not be spoiled by 
the adulation of the world. The 
boy grew into a good man, a 
man of character, a man who 
thanks God for the good that 
has come of his inventions. 

While radio has been the means 
of transmission of much that is 
destructive in art, while it has 
catered to low tastes in entertain- 
ment, it has also been the means 
of a wider diffusion of the best in 
music, literature, philosophy, and 
religion. Its nobler uses offset the 
vile, its benefits far outweigh the 
mischief it has wrought. 

Senator Marconi himself showed 
his appreciation of the best pos- 
sibilities of this means of com- 
munication when he presented the 
Holy Father with the Vatican 
Radio Station, which has brought 
the voice of the Holy Father into 
every nook and corner of the world.

A. F. of L. Resolution 
On Father Coughlin Is 
Referred to Council 


Washington.—A resolution pre- 
sented to the national convention 
of the’ American Federation of 
Labor here recently dealing with 
Father Charles E. Coughlin of 
Royal Oak, Mich, widely-known 
radio speaker, and his attitude to- 
ward organized labor was referred 
to the Executive Council of the 
Federation for attention. 

It was asserted in the resolution 
that in some of his activities, in- 
cluding the building of his new 
Shrine of the Little Flower, Father 
Coughlin has adopted an “open 
shop” policy, and it was sought to 
have the Federation declare him 
“unfair to organized labor.” Pro- 
ponents of the resolution read into 
the record extensive correspond- 
ence showing union protests and 
also Father Coughlin’s replies, in 
which he stated he sought, in the 
building of the Shrine, to give 
work to unemployed in the district 
without respect to any sort of 
affiliation. : 

The Association, in accepting a 
committee report on the resolution,
